two fine chirpers who are really 
breaking up the scene—the De John 
Sisters, Julie and Dux. 

At the the age of sixteen Julie was 
singing at dances and parties with 
local bands, while: Dux was very active 
in school dramatics and choral work. 
Upon graduating high school, Dux re- 
ceived the “Most Talented” award. 
(Both girls attended Franklin Gram- 
mar School and Chester High School 
in Chester, Penn.). 

In 1948, the girls appeared in a 
local church benefit show together for 
the first time, but not as a duo. Julie 
sang the torchy “Can’t Help Lovin’ 
That Man,” and Dux did a “black 
face” pantomime of the late Al Jolson. 


Julie was one of the finalists out of 
1184 contestants in the 1949 “Voice 
Of Tomorrow” contest given by the 
Philadelphia Inquirer Charities, Inc. 
That same year, they appeared as a 
duo for the very first time in a local 
show. They sang the tune “Bella, Bella 
Marie” and were so very well received 
by the audience that they decided to 
remain a team. 

Later, having decided they wanted

The girls were heartbroken, but with 
the assurance from the doctor that 
Julie would recover completely, they 
eventually proceeded to make plans 
for the future. 

Finally, even though Julie had not 
completely recovered, they decided to 
go through with two recordings. The 
songs were “The Angel,”. which was 
written by Julie and Shaeffer, backed 
with “Should I Run.” When they were 


‘aired over a local radio station, the 


response was so good that the girls 
were offered a contract with Epic 
Records, which is a subsidiary of Col- 
umbia.

' “Overnight success” doesn’t come 
very easily—as one Guy Mitchell can 
tell you. People seldom hear about the 
struggling that one goes through be- 
fore a certain he or she hits the top.
